Say It With Colors. 


The “National Boxing Commission” rules that hereafter boxers must 
wear nothing but colored tights. 

This is an important piece of legislation, worthy of the great hody that 
put it through. It is extremely important that boxers wear nothing but 
colored tights—except shoes and socks, of course, and a few other things. 

But to wear colored tights is a good idea. When a boxer goes into the 
ring wearing running pants he may look very clean and neat, and ali that 
sort of thing, and the costume may be well adapted to any athletic test. 
But off with the white running pants and on with the “colored tights.” 

They are more economical, because it won't be necessary to Wash them 
and keep them clean, and economy is the latest business idea. Moreover, 
purple, pink, green, yellow, blue, red are all distinguishing colors and when 
the boxers obliterate various features by which they could he distinguished 
one from the other, the colors will serve for identification. Besides that, the 
commission can assign various colors to the different fighters.
